THE World Cup

However, what can 
we in Australia extract 
from the World Cup 
and apply to our 
game? 

Tactical formation is 
probably the simplest 
initiative as a number 
of teams operated a 
3-5-2 formation and 
this can be copied. 

It is essential that 
coaches realise that 
their players must have 
both physical attri- 
butes and ability if 
they are given specific 
tasks. 

An example of this 
would be a comparison 
between the craft of 
Andreas Brehme 
operating in the wide 
midfield position for 
Germany compared 
with the more artisan 
approach of England’s 
Stuart Pearce, 

Brehme looked not 
only quick but com- 
fortable on the ball 
and knew what to do 
when he was in a cross- 
ing position. 

Pearce, however, 
looked far happier 
when he was in a de- 
fensive destructive 
position rather than 
the creative role that 
position really is. 

Coaches must not in 
the most simple form 
just convert their left- 
back into a wide mid- 
field player and expect 
him to adapt but must 
be helped to adapt to 
new roles, 

Another prominent 
feature of the World 
Cup was that all the 
best players, including 
defenders, were quick 
and had the ability to 
reproduce their speed 
throughout the game. 

Classic examples of 
good professional 


players who were not 
international standard 
due to their lack of 
speed were Aitken, 
Butcher and McMa- 


tive match. 

T admire the de- 
velopmental youth 
coach who has the 
strength of belief in his 
values when he rotates 
the position of his 
players and risks 
defeat. 

The ultimate ques- 
tion to be asked of the 
youth coach is what is 
his job? 

Is it to win premier- 
ships or develop foot- 
ballers modelled on 
the classic role models 
of Enzo Scifo, Lothar 
Matthaus or Michel? 

Of course, it is easy 
to write about these 
long-term philosophies 
and far easier to have a 
safe reliable team play- 
ing 4-4-2 for 35 games 
a year. 

Tf we are to continue 
to progress, we must 
dare to be creative and 
take risks. 

As coaches we owe 
to our young players to 
extend and push them 
technically rather than 
just physically.

hon, whilst defenders 
like Baresi, Walker 
and Hadzibegic were 
outstanding due to 
their ability to get to 
the ball first and then 
constructively play it 
out of defence. 

The lesson to Aus- 
tralia would seem to be 
that to create all-round 
footballers, it is essen- 
tial that we do not 
categorise players as 
stoppers or fullbacks 
too early in their 
careers, and that we 
should encourage 
young players to be 
adaptable to all posi- 
tions and to get lots of 
touches. of the ball so 
they are comfortable 
with it. 

This linked in with 
speed work would 
seem the way to go for 
the young Australian. 

The characteristics 
that I have outlined of 
speed, tactical 
adaptability and feel of 
the ball do not come 
quickly and do not 
come purely through 
training sessions (often 
under poor lighting).

FORMER Red Star 
Belgrade sweeper 
Milan Ivanovich is in 
dispute with Ade- 
laide City and may 
have to find another 
club or return to 
Yugoslavia. 

These dramatic de- 
elopments surfaced 
when City president 
Charlie Caruso said that 
Ivanovich had changed 
his mind about accep- 
ting an earlier offer to

“I told Ivanovich 
that my original offer 
stands and if that is not 
atisfactory then he can 
either find himself 
another club or return 
to Yugoslavia,” Mr 
Caruso said. 

Ivanovich is in Aus- 
tralia on a two-year 
visa, which is due to ex- 
pire in October. 

Ivanovich joined City 
from Red Star in Febru- 
ary 1989 and won City’s 
Players’ Player of the 
Year award in his first 
season in Australia's 
Quit National Soccer 
League. 


The first hint of a rift 
between Ivanovich and 
City occured in June 
this year when the skil- 
ful defender sought and 
was granted permission 
to speak with Adelaide 
Hellas, 

Hellas president 
Michael Aronis and the 
player failed to agree on 
terms, so Ivanovich re- 
sumed discussion with 
‘Adelaide City. 

It cost City $45,000 to 
secure Ivanovich from 
Red Star and City ex- 
pects to recoup most of 
that figure should he 
join another NSL club. 

Meanwhile, City 
coach Zoran Matic has 
failed to secure young 
Sydney Olympic defen- 
der John Koch but is 
continuing negotiations 
wih other interstate 
players. : 

“Koch was in- 
terested in joining us 
but he's just bought a

NORTHERN NSW DANA CUP TEAM IN DENMARK 


AN Under 16 North- 
ern NSW representa-

Following the UK 
segment of the tour the 
team travelled by ferry 
to Esbjerb, in Den- 
mark, a trip lasting 19 
hours, in which all the 
boys were violently 
seasick. 

They then had an im- 
mediate five-hour bus 
trip to Hjorring, arriv- 
ing just in time to 
assemble for, and lead, 
a march by over 15,000

Bob Gansler said he

There has been grow- 
ing speculation in the 
soccer community that 
Beckenbauer will be 
offered a position by the 
USSF as the Americans 
prepare for the 1994 
World Cup. 

As hosts the United 
States are guaranteed a 
berth in the 1994 finals 
and Gansler said Beck- 
enbauer’s experience 
could prove invaluable. 

“The one thing that 
prepares you to play in 
the World Cup the best 
is the experience of hav- 
ing played in the World 
Cup,’* Gansler said. 
“There is no substitute 
for experience and here 
is a man who has more 
of that and success than 
anybody else.” 

Gansler led a youth- 
ful US squad to its first 
World Cup appearance 
in 40 years earlier this 
year, but his team failed 
to earn a single point in 
Italy. 

“We were walking on 
uncharted ground and 
there were some things 
in Italy that did not go 
as well as we wanted, 
but it was valuable ex- 
perience,” Gansler said. 

Although Gansler ex- 
pects to continue as US 
national coach, he could 
be dismissed if a new 
federation president is 
elected this weekend to 
replace Werner Fricker.

RIO‘s state soccer 
championship will 
be decided by a 
Rio Sports Justice 
Tribunal after a 
confusing title 
game ended with 
one team winning 
but both sides 
claiming victory. 

Botafogo beat Vas- 
co da Gama 1-0 on a 
79th minute goal by 
midfielder Carlos 
Alberto Dias. 

But as Botafogo 
players celebrated, 
Rio Soccer Federation 
President Eduardo 
Vianna declared Vasco 
the champion, 

Vianna and Vasco 
claimed a change in 
the rules, made after 
the championship 
playoffs began, requir- 
ing Botafogo to play 
an extra overtime 
period to decide the 
title, 

Botafogo officials 
balked and pointed to 
another rule stating 
that the winner of the 
final game was cham- 
pion. 

In the end, both 
teams proclaimed vic- 
tory, and all the play- 
ers took the traditional 
champions’ trot 
around the field. 

The mixup stems 
from a change in play- 
off regulations. 

Vasco and Flu- 
minense each qualified 
for the championship 
final by winning one 
half of the regular sea- 
son title, 

Botafogo also qual- 
ified by finishing both 
halves with most 
aggregate points, 

In a drawing, Vasco 


and Fluminense were 
selected to play the 
first game, while Bota- 
fogo got a bye.
